a HINT OF wan DRAWN FROM MONTE 
NEGRO’S ACTION. 


How Her Order for Cruisers Is Interpreted 
in Vienne—Belgium Adds Recruits to 
Her Army — Strange Coincidence in 
Roumania—How Native Princes Have 


Been Treated—Foreign News. 


Loxpor, Sept. 28.—The speech of M. Ribot, 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs, at the un- 
yelling of the Faidherbe statue has a quiet- 


ing effect upon European stock and financial 
centers. It is construed as a dignified and 
moderate reply on the part of France to the 
intemperate utterances lately attributed to 
the Kaiser. No more favorable occasion for 
France could have been selected for the dec- 
laration than a Gedication to the memory of 
Faidherbe. He was one of the few Generals 
in the wer of 1870 who per- 
formed achievements that his country- 
wen remember with pride, and 
the place of the Ged@ication was the scene of a 
victory which be obtained over the Prussians. 
Jt was on this ground that Ribot, after prais- 
ing in earnest language, the Franco-Russian 
entente, after delicately attributing to the 
friendship of the Ozar the magnificent recep- 
tion which the French fleet had met in other 
countries, incleding England, proceeded to 
state thatthe French Republic would con- 
tinve to be governed by a policy of modera- 
tion and coolness. Germany was not referred 
to except as the enemy in Ribot’s allusion 
to Faidherbe’s military services. 

In the same vein was the speech of Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi. 

Upon the occasion of the jubilee of the 
Feventy-eigbth Infantry Regiment at Osna- 
burg, Hanover, he said that the appreben- 
tions in some quarters as to whether the ex- 
isting state of things would be maintained 
were not warranted. Not one of the sover- 
eus he added, wished to disturb the peace 
or to provokea European war. Even the 
rapproachment between the States, which 
bas recently occurred, did not afford 
ground foralarm. They were merely the ex- 
pression of already existing circumstances. 
Perhaps they were nothing more than the 
establishment ofa European equilibrium as 
tt formerly existed. ‘‘No European Govern- 
ment, the Chancellor continued, desired 
war ahich in ts sufferings and consequences 
would probably be more terrible than all pre- 
vious wars. 

The internal affairs to which the Emperor 
was Gevoting special attention would,“ he 
sald.’ also be brought to a satisfactory 
issue, though the process might extend over 
gecades. The Goverament,’’ the Chancellor 
concluded, ‘‘had the interests of the empioyes 
and the employers at heart. 

\s if to offset their feeling of security ,comes 
the intelligence from Vienna that Monte- 
necro has placed an order for the bullding of 
thirty cruisers in English harbors. By the 
‘erms of the treaty of Vienna Montenegro has 

right to aseparate navy. Her vessels 
must fy the Austrian fag. This restriction 
very galling to the Mon- 
tenegrins., and they have more 
than once asked the advice of the nation as 
to Gefying it. The vessels ordered will be 
men-of-war to all intents and purposes, and 
very handy for Russian use, who need a force 
in the Mediterranean. As they are to ply de- 
tween Odessa and Montenegro only, they 
would De useful to act the part of the Trojan 
horse in an attack on Constantinople ,fas they 
would be less subject to suspicion than Rus- 
flan vessels. There is no doubt whatever that 
sia a@vances the money to pay for these 
vessels, so that they will be virtually Russian 
ships of war, gong and coming in 
the Mediterranean. It is well understood in 
nna that Montenegro ts ip a miserable con- 
0 n Sinancially. The wretched peasantry 
heave been squeeged tothe utmost, and the 
Prince ls not able to get money enough to- 
gether for his bousehold expenses, much less 
day for bullding a navy.

Statue of the, Pove at the Catholic Uni- 
versity in Washington. 

Wasntnotos, D. C., Sept. 28.— Late this 
afternoon the statue of thé Pope pre- 
sented to the tholle University by Mr. 
Joseph Loubat of New York was unveiled. 
The exercises were simple, but were par- 
ticipated in by Oardinal Gibbons and a large 
number of prominent members of the priest- 
hood as well as of the laity. Bishop Kane de- 
livered the principal address. Among the 
prominent people present were Archbishop 
Corrigan, Mgr. Preston of New York and 
Archbishop Williams of Boston. The statue 
is the work of Guiseppe Luchetti, one of the 
best known of the modern Italian schools. It 
occupied him over a year, and its total cost 
has been over $20,000. The model cf the statue 
was submitted tetne Pope for his approval, 
and in return forthe gift the Pontiff conferred 
the title of Count upon Mr. Loubat. 

THE INSCRIPTIONS. 

Three sides of the pedestal bear inscrip.- 
tions and on one are the Papal arms, which 
are the armoral Dearings of the Pecci 
family, of which the Pope is a mem- 
ber. On the opposite side are the 
arms of Mr. Loubeat as Roman Count.

THEY ENTICED A CHILD INTO AN

One Hundred Italians Armed With 
Shovels Attack the Dive—Prompt Work 
of the Police Saves the Neoks of the 
Celestials— Battle Between the Officers 
and the Crowd. 


New Tonk, Sept. 2.—A littie girl, perhaps 
12 years old, walked out of the basement of 
No. 104 Park street yesterday afternoon 
about 4 o’clock, She wore no hat. Her 
black hair was neatly combed away from her 
forehead and tied behind her head witb a red 
silk ribbon. A short, fat Chinaman stood 
outside the door. He smiled at the child. 
Another Chinaman, who was about to enter 
the place, turned to look at the girl. There 
were about one hundred Italians standing 
around in the vicinity of No. 104. When they 
saw the child come out every man, acting on 
a common impulse, rushed upon the China- 
man who stood like a guard at the door.

Its only declaration against bi- 
metallic free coinage is where it insists 
that every dollar, silver or gold, that we 
coin shall be worth as much intrinsically 
as every other dollar. This simply means 
free coinage for both metals on a basis of 
parity as to bullion value. 

There are two ways of putting our bi- 
metallic coinage on such a basis. One is 
by taking a proper amount of gold out of 
the gold coins, and the other is by adding 
the requisite number ofigrains to the bullion 
in the silver coins. Which of these two 
methods of establishing the desired parity 
of intrinsic value is preferred by the New 
York Democrats their platform does not 
say. It leaves Wall street free to infer that 
they would bring the silver dollar up to 
the present gold standard and the West 
equally free to infer that the other way out 
of the difficulty would suit them. 

This sort of trimming can only lead to a 
further and more sharply defined presenta- 
tion of the silver issue; it cannot eliminate 
it from the contest of 1892, as the New York 
Times assumes. The Congress elected last 
fall will have something to say on the sub- 
ject.

HAD LIVELY TIMES. 


Hackmen, Cabbies and Scalpers Indulge 
in Fisticuffs at the Depot. 


THE COMPETITION AMONG THE JEHUS 
REACHES AW EXCITING CLIMAX. 


A Proposition to Settle the Right to Cer- 
tain Stands by a Prise Fight Made and 
Accepted—The Police Chase the Princi- 
pals and Stop the Battle—Exciting 


Scenes. 


Foralong time the hackmen and ticket 

scalpers at the Union Depot have been in a 
state ot armed peace, ready at any moment 
to break out into bitter strife with each 
other or with the police. It is a three-cor- 
nered difficulty that has been going on fora 
long while. In the first place bluff, ruddy and 
hearty Sergt. O'Mally, who has command 
of the depot squad, has the city ordinances at 
his anger ends, and is inexorable in inter- 
preting them. Oonsequently the hackmen, 
who are Ishmaelites and believe that ordl- 
nances are only made to be infringed and 
ignored cordially detest his authority and 
that of his men. An ordinance deciares that 
a hackman shall not solicit custom at 
a distance greater than 10 feet from 
his vehicle. The hack and cabmen of this 
city regard the ordinance as a sort of blue law 
and unanimously refuse to obey it. The con- 
sequence is that Officer Gannon, who patrols 
the dozen feet of sidewalk in front of the 
main entrance to the depot on Poplar street, 
is as busy as a referee at a prize-fight. 
The agreed price for hackfare for one 
is 50 cents, $1 for two. Some time 
ago cabmen cut the price to 25 and 50 cents. 
As cabmen pay a lower rate of license than 
hackmen, and as the public prefers to pay 25 
cents to 50 cents for a ride of a dozen biocks, 
the hackmen are mad all the time and are 
eager for a fight. 
To make matters worse, the enterprising 
ticket brokers across Poplar street have 
formed a combination with certain Jehus by 
virtue of which they steer customers into 
each other’s way. Thus the ticket scalpers’ 
runners stand on the curb across the street 
and yell inviting propositions of barter, both 
ways, on railroad tickets, and attract many 
good fares into their places of business 
that otherwise would patronize the 
hack and cab men. When the ticket 
brokers get through with their customer 
they turn them over to their side partners of 
the whip, Who are in the deal with them, to 
the disgust of the hackmen who are not in 
the trust. 

On the other hand the combine hackmen, 
having securedafare, gently introduce the 
subject of cut-rate tickets and the purchase 
of unused coupons, and run those who are 
inclined to trade across the street. 

SCALPERS FIGHT. 

This morning Dave Steiner, a clerk and 
runner for his brother Simon S. Steiner, who 
runs a ticket scalpers’ office at 1107 Poplar 
street, got into a row with ‘‘Bill’’ Steinburn, 
runner for Mr. Solomon’s ticket brokerage 
office at 1103 Poplar. The causus belli was a 
South granger who lugged a calico grip-sack 
and wanted to hypothecate a return coupon 
to Kansas City. The warring runners divided 
the tails of Mr. Granger’s coat among them 
andthen and there fell upon one another 
and pummeled one another with the 
customer’s grip-sack and umbrella, while an 
enthusiastic coterie of hackmen formed a 
ring and yelled such encouraging remarks 
as“ Got. Bin!“ *‘Give ’im yer left, Davy!’’ 
it one in on is Dread basket, Billy!’’ 

First blood for *, an' time! for dere’s 
de cops! yelled one of the cabmen, who had 
been prominent as a sort of wmaster 
of ceremonies. The Jehus instantly 
scattered and the scalpers withdrew hastily 
from sight within their offices, and when Of- 
cer Gannon, who had been absent for a mo- 
ment consulting with his chief within the de- 
pot, returned, he saw nothing but the usual 
mob of hackmen. 

But the spirit of war was abroad, and the 
friends of the principals in the late unpleas- 
antness kept uparunning fire of badinage. 
When the C. & A. train got in there were an 
unusually large number of economical IIII- 
nolsians who thought that 25-cent rides were 
good enough for them. War was at once de- 
clared, in spite ofthe blue coat and brass 
buttons of Officer Gannon. 

HACKMEN AND CABBIES COMBAT. 

**Git out’er this, you scabs!’’ reared Jacob 
Radtgan, a hackman, directing his remarks 
at the 25-cent cabmen. 

**Scab yourself, retorted John Hall, a 
cabman. 

1 Kin lick any scab in de city in three 
minutes!’’ yelled Radigan. 

Rats! Yer can’t lick nothin’,’’ was the 
reply. 

**On’y fer de cops I'd break de flagging wid 
vor!“ bellowed Radigan. 

Rt alley break yer troat a yellin’’’ retorted 

All. 

Stung dy the contempt of the cabman, 
Radigan madearush for the cabman, who 
struck one of Sullivan’s favorite attitudes, 
but Officer Gannon’s club interposed. 

"ee eo Bae” owled Radigan. ‘‘Youse 
fellers banks on de cops. Yer does yer fightin’ 
wid yer mouths.’’ 

Aw, come off!’’ shouted a pug-nose d 
hackmanina battered hat; ‘‘why don’t 
youse fellers go off somewhere and settle 
Who's the best man?’’ 

Them scabs won't put up their dukes,’’ 
answered Radigan. 

Just you get into your hack wid yer man 
and I’lifoller in my cab wid my pardner 
an’ we'll settle dis,’’ shouted Hall. 

Now, see here, you fellows,’’ said Officer 
Gannon, ‘‘you can’t do it, you know. If 
you do you'll get run in. 

STOPPED BY THE POLICE. 

While the officer was expostulating pre- 
liminaries were hastily arranged, and it was 
reported thatthere was to bea fight to the 
finish in some quiet place, the conditions be- 
ing that if Radigan thrashed the canpman the 
25 cent men were to stay on the other side of 
the street, but that if Hall put Radigan to 
sleep the high-priced and low-priced jehus 
were to fraternize., 

Policeman Gannon ran into the depot to 
inform Sergt. O’Mally that two hack drivers 
had gone off in hacks with a couple of ticket 
scaipers as seconds, to fighta prize fight, 
and the sergeant immediately took measures 
to scoop in the entire party and land them all 
at the Four Courts. he hackmen were not 
prepared for such prompt measures, and one 
of their number instantly mounted his box 
and, putting lash to his plug, went flying 
after the belligerants, who were overtaken 
and warned that a postponement of the arf- 
fair would be conducive to the health of all 
concerned. 

Then Sergt. O’Mally assumed a look of 
terrible sternness and ordered Officer Gan- 
non to run in'“ the first hackman or cab- 
man who in the slightest degree infringed 
the ordinance or disturbed the peace, and 
— Gannon cast his eyes over the score of
